1952, under these Bye-laws 
either on his own account or on account of any other 
person (trading member or non-trading member or non- 
member) with a non-trading member or non-member 
who is not registered with the Chamber in accordance

with the procedure laid down by the Board with the 
prior concurrence of the Forward Markets Commission, 

(ii) A person who is registered with the Chamber as 
in (i) above, may be liable to be fined and to cancella- 
tion of his registration for any breach of the conditions 
of registration on his part. The outstanding business in 
excess of the limit prescribed under the Bye-laws or 
under any order of the Forward Markets Commission, 
may be closed out in accordance with the terms of 
closure fixed by the Board, if not reduced to the pres- 
cribed limit within seven days or within such period as 
may he extended by the Board with the approval of the 
Forward Markets Commission by the person concerned 
from the date of the Board’s order,’ 

II. After Bye-law 108(c), the following proviso shall 
be added namely : — 

'Provided however if a maximum price had been fixed 
m respect of any delivery under Bye-law 226, and if the 
difference between the maximum price and the closing 
price of the delivery on the day to which the daily report 
under clause (a) above relates is less than Re. 1/-, then 
the Board may permit the trading members having a 
short open position in the said delivery to pay margin 
deposit at Ihe rate of the difference betvveen the said 
7.3 ) 
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closing price and the maximum price for the said deli- 
very and in such cases the provisions of Bye-law 111(b) 
shall not apply to the said short open position.’ 

III. In Bye-law 115(a), the words, 'trading by mem- 
bers or upon the open position of members or controlled 
by members, shall be substituted by the following 
namely, 

‘trading by trading members or by registered non- 
trading members or registered non-members or upon 
the open position of trading members or controlled 
by trading members or upon the open position of 
registered non-trading members or registered non- 
members or controlled by registered non-trading 
members or registered non-members.’

The outstanding business in excess of 
the limit prescribed under the Bye-law 
may be closed out in accordance with 
the terms of the closure fixed by the 
Board, if not reduced to the prescrib- 
ed limit within seven days or within 
such period as may be extended by the 
Board with the approval of the For- 
ward Markets Commission by the per- 
son concerned from the date of the 
Board’s orders.” 

“In Bye-law 306 for Clause (iv) the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely : 

“Notwithstanding anything contained in these Bye- 
laws, the Board may, from time to time by a resolution 
passed by itself and concurred in by the Forward 
Markets Commission fix such limit or limits upon daily 
trading by members or by registered non-members or 
upon the open position of members or controlled by 
members or upon the open position of registered non- 
members or controlled by registered non-members in 
respect of hedge contracts for any delivery or deliveries 
as the Board may consider necessary or desirably." 

In pursuance of proviso to Sub-section 4 of Section 
11 of the said Act, the approval of the Secretary, For- 
ward Markets Commission has been obtained for dis- 
pensing with the condition of previous publication of 
.the above amendments in the interest of the trade.
